JV Flyers Make Playoffs, Finish Second 


Flyers Defeat Panthers To Qualify for 
Downriver Championship Finals 

In one of the best football games 
thatthe Flyers have ever played, Romu- 
lus' Junior Varsity team beat the River 
Rouge Panthers on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 7, to qualify for the Downriver Junior 
Football League Championship finals. 
lt was the Flyers' first playoff game in 
four years. 

When the two teams played each 
other during the regular season, the 
Flyers were defeated 45-33 in a virtual 
track meet, with both teams moving the 
ball and scoring seemingly at will. Yet, 
despite a similar final score, the re- 
match was an entirely different story. 

Romulus came out smoking, as 
Robert Anderson returned the opening 
kickoff with a 70-yard run for a touch- 
down, then continued to turn up the 
heat with fine play from the defense, 
shutting the Panthers down cold and 
quickly demonstrating that, this time, 
they had come to play tough. 


With Romulus again in possession, 


James Kendrick increased his team's 
lead to 13-0 with a 53-yard TD run. 
Following another failed offensive at- 
tack by River Rouge, the Flyers scored 
a third time when Kendrick faked a punt 
and scooted around the right end to 
sprint 69 yards. 

Trailing 20—0 late in the second 
quarter, the Panthers finally began to 
show why they had been undefeated 
during regular-season play, mounting a 
drive that brought the score to 20—7. But 
Romulus—remembering that, inthe last 
- game, they'd had the ball in scoring 
position just before the half, but came 
up short of the goal line by a foot—would 
not be denied this time. Withless thana 
minute remaining, Kendrick took a pitch 
to the left side, then immediately cut 
back right and ran 34 yards to give his 
team a 26-7 halftime lead. 

During the mid-game break, Flyers 
Head Coach John Wester talked seri- 
ously to his team. He stressed that the 
game was far from over, and that 26 
points would not be enough — an as- 
sessment borne out by the final score. 

Despite Wester's admonitions, Ro- 
mulus slowed down in the third quarter, 
failing to score asingle point. The team's 
lead was Cut to 26-9 when Romulus 
gave up an intentional safety to prevent 
River Rouge from scoring on a big play, 
and further reduced after the kickoff, 
when the Panthers managed another 
touchdown to bring the score to 26-15. 

Then the Flyers went to work — this 
time using some of the clock on a drive 
that ended in a.29-yard TD run by Ken- 
drick — but River Rouge, finally opening 


up its passing game, was able to retali- 
ate with its own march down the field, 
again cutting the team's deficit to 11 
points (33-22). Romulus scored its final 
points of the game with yet another long 
run from Kendrick (his fifth for the day), 
making the score 39-22. The Panthers 
also managed to score one last time 
when they gained possession with about 
seven minutes to go, and drove 60 
yards for a touchdown. When Romulus 
got the ball at its own 25-yard line with 
just over four minutes remaining, the 
team picked up two first downs, forcing 
the Panthers to use their last two time- 
outs and allowing the Flyers to run out 
the clock. The game endedwith a score 
of 39-29. 

On the defensive front, Romulus 


was led by outstanding play from Geor- 


jon Garland, Kendrick, Anderson, Matt 
Carr, and Phillip Roscoe. These young 
men headed up the defensive charge 
that held River Rouge to seven points in 
the first half. Kendrick led all tacklers 
with nine solo tackles; Garland was 
credited with six solos and 12 assists. 
Flyers' Championship Hopes Dashed 

On Saturday, November 14, the 
Romulus Flyers played the Grosse lle 
Junior Devils forthe Downriver Football 
League Championship. Unfortunately, 


the game turned out to be arepeat of . 
the Flyers' 1992 championship bid — . 


also played against Grosse lle — in 
which Romulus lost 6—0 in overtime. 
The day began on a down note for 
Romulus, which learned that one of its 
players would not be allowed to partici- 
pate because he did not meet the 
League's weight requirements. That 


early disappointment turned out to be a - 


harbinger for a day of frustration and 
dashed hopes. 

Inthe first quarter, bothteams came 
out playing somewhat conservatively 
until the Devils threw a 65-yard touch- 
down pass to take a 6-0 lead. The 
Flyers’ response was immediate, as 
James Kendrick knotted the score with 
a 65-yard run to the end zone. 

At this point, Romulus lost control 
of the game, and three consecutive 
turnovers resulted in a 26-6 lead for 
Grosse lle. Later, the Devils scored 
again on a time-consuming drive that 
increased their advantage to 33-6. The 
Flyers briefly regained the spirit with 
which they had played all season when 
Kendrick hooked up with Robert Ander- 
son for a 50-yard touchdown pass just 
before the half ended, 33-13, but the 
third quarter brought more bad luck for 
Romulus when Kendrick injured his leg 
and was no longer able to perform. With
